STANDARDS FOR OPEN AIR 


SCHOOLS. 

R. JOSEPHINE MILLIGAN gives 
the following as the standards for 
an open air school: 

Fresh air—At least three sides 
| of the school room are open, except for 
| about two feet of wall. The closed side 

is that from which the very bad weather 

In most places this means a 

school with a north wall, but open on 

the south, east, and west. Window cur- 
tains and screens may shut the greater 


days. 

Food—A hearty, hot dinner is provided 
for each pupil. In addition, there is a 
morning lunch and a giass of milk at the 
| end of the school day.

| Rest—At least. one hour is passed rest- 
ing on cots. The rest hour is just before 
| or just after the hot dinner. 
‘ dren sleep or not, as they wish. Some 


hour of rest at some other time of the 
day, generally toward late afternoon. 
Clothing—Children in open air rooms 
, are provided with extra clothing. Noth- 
ing is better for this purpose than the 
Klondyke suit formerly used in the Chi- 
cago. schools. 

Instruction—The number of pupils per 
teacher is limited to twenty-five. Much 
of the instruction is individual. 

Medical and nursing service—Children 
in open air schools are periodically ex- 
amined by a physician and they get a 
visiting nursing service. 

~ 

The requirements for open window 
rooms are as follows: 

An ordinary school room is designated 
as an open window room. As a rule, a 
well lighted room with a southern ex- 
posure, located on the second. floor, ‘is 
chosen. The windows are’thrown wide 
open, being raised from the bottom and 
lowered from the top. Drafts and storms 
are avoided by the use of screens. The 
heat is kept turned on, The optimum 
temperature in an open. window room is 
about 55. 

Wraps—The children wear ordinary 
street wraps and gloves while seated in 
the school room. Special sitting-out suits 
are not provided. 

Activities—The school work is so ar- 
ranged that it will cause the students 
to move around much more than they do 
in the ordinary school room. 
 Foed—It is not the custom to provide 
food for children in open window rooms, 
though the wise choice of food from the 
school lunchroom is encouraged and 
stimulated.

THE FIRST NATIONAL BANK 
BUILDING REPLIES. 


Chicago, Jan. 25.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—Why is it that the snow 
and rain from the roof of the First 
National Bank building is allowed to 
drain down on to the street? J. WD. 


The subject matter of Mr. D,’s letter was 
taken up with the manager of the First 
National Bank building, and the following 
is quoted from his reply:

Springfield, Til., Feb. 6.—[Special.}— 
State police establishments of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
Michigan will be investigated by a joint | 
committee from the Illinois legislature, 
if a resolution presented in the senate 
tonight by Senator Wright [Rep., De 
Kalb] is adopted.
